1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-24, drawn to a variable illumination angle inspection system 
comprises a light source, a scanner, and a deflection element, classified in 
class 356, subclass 237.4. 

II. Claims 25-34, drawn to a deflection element comprises a first and second 
deflecting surfaces wherein the first and second surfaces include mirrored 
surface and first deflecting surface is disposed at an angle with respect to 
the second deflecting angle, and wherein an illumination beam enter the 
deflection element from a first direction is output from the deflection 
element in a second direction, classified in class 359, subclass 196. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the patentability of the 
combinations do not rely on the details of the subcombination. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as confocal scanning microscope, cameras, or surgical 
illuminators, etc....
